Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments stating that polyurethane and 
polyethylene come in overlapping ranges of hardness does not address the 102(e) rejection given in the final rejection, which cites the 
embodiment of the first material being an elastomer and the second material a metal. Willard et al. clearly discloses an embodiment 
wherein the first material is an elastomer including polyurethane, silicone, latex or polyether amide and the second material is a metal 
including platinum, gold, stainless steel or nitinol. The metals are inherently harder than the elastomers.
